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Disabled woman is left to 
sleep in 

EXCLUSIVE by Karen Davis 

A YOUNG disabled woman is having to live in 
a tiny space and sleep on a chair because 
Southend Council claims it cannot re-home her. 

In 2009 Natasha Ratcliff was diagnosed with 
ME/CFS - a severe illness that can leave suf¬ 
ferers totally debilitated. 

She was forced to leave her job as a full-time 
nursery nurse and her partner Nicholas 
Wonnacott, 20, had to give up his position 
working in a warehouse to take care of her. 

The couple currently live in Herongate, 

Shoebury, in a one-up-one down property. 

However, because of her condition, 21-year- 
old Natasha is no longer able to use the stairs 
and because the downstairs space is only 10ft 
by 11ft, a bed will not fit. 

Instead, she has had to sleep on a reclining 
chair each night for more than a year, as well as 
washing in the kitchen sink and using a com¬ 
mode. 

The space she lives in includes the kitchen so 
her commode is less than a foot away from the 
fridge. 

“We are at our wit’s end,” Nicholas said. 

“Natasha can’t get out because there is a one 
foot drop at each exit and despite our pleas we 
have only been moved up to band B, we just 
don’t know where to turn.” 

Southend Council's corporate director for 
adult social care, health and housing, Simon 
Leftley, said steps were being taken to help 
Natasha. 

“We are fully aware of the needs of this fam¬ 
ily and have been working closely with them 
and other services to resolve their housing need 
as soon as possible,” he said. 

“This has already resulted in them being 
moved up to a different housing band, and we 
are continuing to work very hard on their 
behalf.”

Night crime on the decline 


By Karen Davis 


POLICE claim that late-night crime 
and anti-social behaviour is being 
reduced in Southend town centre. 

Local officers, along with partner 
agencies and licensees, have been 
working to make the areas surround¬ 
ing Southend High Street and the 
seafront safer. 

Recorded crime in the centre of 
town between 6pm and 6am fell by 
three per cent in 2010, when com¬ 
pared to figures for 2009. 


The number of anti-social behav¬ 
iour (ASB) incidents fell by 17 per 
cent in the same period. 

Local Area Inspector Leigh Norris 
said: “As a police force, we have con¬ 
tinued our business as usual policing 
of the area throughout the week, 
including better use of Specials, and 
we have extra officers between 10pm 
and 4am on the busier weekend 
nights, under Operation Magpie (pre¬ 
viously Op Backstreet). 

“We have also drafted in support 
from the Mounted Unit and road 


policing units to tackle specific 
issues and our police Licensing Unit 
have been instrumental in identifying 
licensed premises needing extra 
attention from us. 

“However it is our work with the 
other local agencies and support 
groups, such as Clubwatch, the 
Night-time Economy Group, Town 
centre Partnership and SOS Bus that 
has been pivotal in ensuring a reduc¬ 
tion in crime and ASB. 

“By sharing information and dis¬ 
cussing real solutions to any issues 


that arise, it is my hope that we will 
continue to see a decline in numbers 
of crimes and ASB incidents in the 
town centre.” 

Southend's Executive Councillor 
for Public Protection and Waste, 
Tony Cox, said: “This is an excellent 
demonstration of the success of part¬ 
nership working, where the com¬ 
bined efforts of a whole range of dif¬ 
ferent agencies have yielded very 
positive results. 

“Congratulations to all involved for 
helping make Southend even safer.”

Suggestions for savings 


CRAZY traffic signs, 
thousands of lights left on 
during daytime and schools 
wasting ink and paper are 
among readers’ complaints 
about council efficiency this 
week.

New traffic lights deemed ‘pointless’ 


DRIVERS claim 27 
traffic lights installed at 
the Cuckoo Corner 
junction on Wednesday 
are excessive. 

The lights were turned 
on for the first time at 
lunchtime, creating 
chaos almost immedi¬ 
ately. 

Mark Sharp, a mem¬ 
ber of environmental 
group SKIPP, said: 
“These lights are point¬ 
less. 

“Traffic backed up 
along Priory Crescent, 
Prince Avenue and 
Victoria Avenue as soon 
as the lights were turned 
on. 

“Let’s see how long it 
will be before the coun¬ 
cil has to admit the 
lights are a mistake and 
turn them off, as has 


happened in recent 
years across so many 
other parts of the coun¬ 
try” 

A Southend Council 
spokesman confirmed 
there were problems, 
but insisted further 
work was needed to cut 
detection loops into the 
carriageway that will 
monitor traffic flow and 
feed information back 
to the lights. 

The council asks car¬ 
riageway users to be 
patient while this ‘fine 
tuning’ of the lights 
takes place.

A collection of his 
photographed examples are dis¬ 
played on our front page. 

Although Southend Council 
claims to be ‘looking into it’, a tour 
of the borough on Monday revealed 
they are still burning bright. 

Mr Chytry said: “This is just 
wasteful incompetence. Savings 
can be made by simply turning 
them off. 

“Common sense dictates that 
electric circuits have switches, it 
appears ludicrous that the council 
has no provision to switch off dur¬ 
ing the daylight hours.” 

It is estimated that energy for 
lighting costs Southend taxpayer 
about £50,000 per month.

School savings

on how schools can save taxpayers more 
cash. Everyone from cleaners to deputy 
heads (no headteachers yet) have had 
something to say. 

Here is the top five money saving sug¬ 
gestions.

Businessman speaks of desire to buy Pier

SOUTHEND’S best-known busi¬ 
nessman has reiterated his desire to 
buy the town’s famous Pier. 

Philip Miller, who owns 
Adventure Island and Sea-Life 
Adventure, has been bidding to take 
over the landmark for more than a 
decade. 

He was asked to comment in 
response to calls by several readers 
that selling off the pier would save 
more public money being spent on 


the structure. Southend Council 
insisted last week that no private 
companies or individuals are willing 
to take over the landmark. 

But Mr Miller said: “I’ve always 
been interested in the Pier and I’ve 
made that quite plain on several 
occasions. 

“The real question is, are the 
council interested in me?” 

Although his investment could 
save the council millions of pounds, 
the 5 5-year-old confirmed there 
were concerns regarding the mainte¬ 


nance and upkeep of such an ageing 
structure. He admitted some public 
subsidy would be needed. 

“The pier is a real treasure but it 
has a lot of liabilities - it’s rusting 
away every minute,” he said. 

“To turn it into a cash positive 
investment just isn’t going to hap¬ 
pen without some sort of subsidy 
from the council.” 

Mr Miller believes obstacles to his 
take-over are more likely to be polit¬ 
ical than financial. 

He claims to be one of Southend 


Council’s ‘biggest critics’, although 
praises councillors for the work they 
had done to keep the pier alive. 

“You have to take your hat off to 
them, as they’ve tried as hard as they 
can,” he added. 

“When the council has had 
money they’ve spent it wisely - 
they’ve redecked the pier, built a 
new entrance and revamped the 
lifeboat station, which has all been a 
big help. 

“They just haven’t got the revenue 
to keep it maintained.”

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Pensioner ‘insulted’ over 
council reply to fly-tipping

A RETIRED man who contact¬ 
ed Southend Council with a 
case of fly-tipping received a 
letter from them that he says 
was both insulting and unclear. 

Chas Cheesman, of The 
Grove, Southend, thought he 
was being an upstanding citi¬ 
zen by reporting that a sofa had 
been dumped in the alley 
behind his house. 

He received a reply that stat¬ 
ed: ‘Alleyways were originally 
established to allow coal mer¬ 
chants and other tradesman to 
enter properties from the rear 
but may still be owned by the 
original builder’. 

Mr Cheesman said: “I felt 
that they were treating me like 
a brainless idiot - I am fully 
aware why alleys were built 
and also know that the likeli¬ 
hood of the owner being dead 
is quite high.” 

It also stated that the owners 
of the properties that back on 
to the alley are responsible for 
moving it. 

Mr Cheeseman retaliated: “I 
am a pensioner on a low 
income and not physically 
strong. I’m afraid I just don’t 
know what to do. I can neither 
lift it myself or pay someone to 
do it for me. 

Southend Council’s Street 
Scene team manager, Karon 
Grant, insisted it was the 
responsibility of residents liv¬ 
ing in properties adjoining pri¬ 
vate alleyways to ensure that 
any rubbish dumped in them is 
cleaned up. 


“We always follow up any 
leads which could help us iden¬ 
tify the people responsible for 
fly-tipping. 

“Unfortunately, in the case of 
large items such as sofas, there 
are rarely any clues to help us 
track down the culprits.” 

With regards to the letter that 
was sent to Mr Cheeseman she 


added: “We apologise to Mr 
Cheeseman if he feels that the 
information he received was 
confusing. 

“We are currently reviewing 
the content of the letters we 
issue in respect of alleyway 
maintenance to ensure resi¬ 
dents are given clear advice 
and guidance.”

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Improvements begin for civic centre

WORK is underway at the Civic Centre to effect a 
cost-saving initiative which Southend Council 
hopes will result in more services being accom¬ 
modated there. 

The 13-storey building, in Victoria Avenue, has 
been the focal point of the authority since it 
opened in 1967, but due to limited investment the 
council claims that it is no longer fit for purpose 
and in urgent need of modernisation. 

A 1960s concrete frame building, it has become 
increasingly costly to run, heat, cool and maintain. 

Authorities say that it has reached the stage 
where the urgent work necessary to bring the cen¬ 
tre up to standard can no longer be avoided. 

The planned refur¬ 
bishment is designed to 
bring about a number 
of benefits including: 

■ A major reduction 
in maintenance and 
revenue costs. 

■ Significant cash 
savings from relocating 
staff currently based at 
the council’s four other 
town centre buildings 
to the Civic Centre. 

■ A more user- 
friendly environment 
for residents and staff 
alike. 

■ A kick-start to the 
much needed regenera¬ 
tion of Victoria Avenue, 
the thoroughfare used 
by the vast majority of 
visitors to the town 

Council leader, 

Councillor Nigel 
Holdcroft, said: “When 
we reviewed the opera¬ 
tion of the Civic Centre 
last year it was clear 
that costly maintenance 
work was unavoidable. 


“This project will enable us to deal with urgent 
maintenance issues and re-organise ourselves to 
reflect today’s modem working methods. 

“The electric, heating, water and ventilation sys¬ 
tems in the Civic Centre and the toilet facilities are 
all in urgent need of upgrading. 

“Our original plans included modernising and 
improving the areas of the building occupied by 
elected councillors. 

“But this work is not urgently required and has 
been suspended on an open-ended basis until such 
time as there as there is a significant improvement 
in the economic climate. 

“These essential works to the Civic Centre will 
make the building more cost effective for many 
years to come as well as more user-friendly and 


efficient for customers and staff alike.” 

The first phase of the refurbishment will require 
those staff currently based on the top four floors of 
the building to move r 
temporarily to nearby 
Margaret Thatcher 
House, but it is hoped 
dismption to services 
will be kept to a mini¬ 
mum. 

EC Harris was 
appointed in April 2010 
as the consultants to 
work on planning and 
designing the refurbish¬ 
ment works. 


Mace Plus has been appointed to undertake the 
construction works, which are expected to be com¬ 
pleted by September 2012.

Invesitigating officer, PC 
Steve Wells, said: “This was a 
nasty assault against a young 
man, who has been left with 
serious facial injuries. 

“I’d like to appeal for any 
witnesses to come forward - 
especially the woman who was 
subject to the initial assault 
and the two men who stopped 
to help the victim.”

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Bringing history to life 


LIZ WADE discovers the past during a visit to Havering Museum, in Romford 


T HE story of the Havering’s 
past is brought to life at a 
new museum in the heart of 
Romford’s High Street. 

Havering Museum, which opened 
its doors last May, is situated in the 
historical building of the former 
Romford Brewery. 

The museum tells the story of the 
people who have lived and worked 
in Havering, and how the borough 
has been affected by everything 
from growing industry to the com¬ 
ing of the railway. 

While the museum is small, its 
two rooms are packed with infor¬ 
mation on the area and I spent 
well over an hour looking at pho¬ 
tographs, reading information 
boards and exploring drawers that 
had a range of objects inside. 

A map of Essex in 1777 is at the 
beginning of the journey through

Havering’s history, which you can 
enjoy at your own pace by choos¬ 
ing different areas that interest you. 

There’s a collection of weights 
and measures, dresses and other 
items from past fashions including 
corsets, scarves and a parasol, as 
well a themed area on children and 
their schooling which is complete 
with a child’s boot, writing slates, 
home-made abacuses, school uni¬ 
form and attendance medals. 

Below the displays are ‘Explore 
the Drawers’ signs encouraging 
you to open them up and look at a 
range of items including dress 
accessories, Anglo Saxon 
weapons and even some coins 
from the Hornchurch Hoard - a 
total of 448 silver coins which were 
discovered in 1938, struck during 
the reign of Henry III between 1223 
and 1260. 

There is also a beautiful Playtime 
Villa dolls house, which is on loan 
from the Museum of London. 

This replica of a family’s newly 
built home in the Garden Suburb 
of Upminster Hall Estate in 1908 
would have cost between £700 
and £900 at the turn of the 20th 
Century - a vast difference from 
what a home like that would fetch 
in Upminster today. 

Other displays include images of 
stately homes across Havering, 
pictures of skilled craftsmen who 
used to live in the borough’s vil¬ 
lages and information about 
Havering’s breweries in 
Hornchurch and Romford. 

There are also five areas in the 


centre of the rooms giving more 
information on specific areas of 
Havering including Havering-atte- 
Bower, Hornchurch, Romford, 
Rainham and Upminster. 

The museum holds a programme 
of events throughout the year with 
something to suit everyone, from 
children to pensioners. 

Its current winter programme 
includes a range of events for chil¬ 
dren during the half-term holidays, 
from February 23 to 26, centred 
around ancient civilisations. 

Adult events are also being 
planned including card making 
workshops on February 23 and 
March 30, as well as an evening of 
Ghost Stories for Grown-Ups on 
Thursday, February 17. These all 
cost £5 each. 

There are also weekly clubs and 
groups that welcome new mem¬ 
bers and visitors. 

The Havering Hedgehogs Kids’ 
Club meets every Saturday from 
noon to 1 pm and has an annual 
membership of just £10. 

The group, for four to 12-year- 
olds, offers arts and craft activities, 
object hunts and the chance to 
use the museum’s collections for 
local history projects. 

There is also a Project E group 
for young people aged 16 to 20, 
which meets every Saturday 
between 2pm and 4pm. 

The group gives youngsters the 
chance to go behind the scenes at 
Havering Museum, gaining new 
skills and make new friends. 

Its Reminiscence Group for older 


people meets every Friday from 2- 
4pm and gives people the chance 
to get together and share their 
memories of life in Havering. 

The entry fee to join the group is 
included in the museum’s admis¬ 
sion price, and it costs just 50p for 


tea, coffee and biscuits. 

Havering Museum brings both 
the past and present to life. 

It is a lovely place to spend a 
couple of hours and learn about 
the history of the area and how the 
community has changed.

P AUSING to consult my map 
on the pavements of France’s 
elegant second city, I found 
myself in excellent company. 

Leaning from the windows of the 
building in front of me were the 
Lumiere brothers, creator of the 
Little Prince Antoine de Saint- 
Exupery, the Emperor Claudius and 
top chef Paul Bocuse. 

This selection of Lyon’s citizens 
was made possible by the elabo¬ 
rate trompe I’oeil murals. La 
Fresque des Lyonais is wrapped 
around a wedge-shaped building 
on the banks of the Saone - and is 
one the city’s most striking sights. 

If you love Paris, Lyon is a great 
alternative, compressing all the best 
elements of the capital in a handy, 
pocket-sized version. 

With an efficient Metro system, 
you can enjoy the excellent shop¬ 
ping and museums, before heading 
to any one of the 2,000 restau¬ 
rants, which hold no fewer than 22 
Michelin stars between them. 

A Lyon City Card, available from 
the Tourist Office in Place Bellecour 


or hotel concierges, gets you into a 
number of museums, guided tours 
and aboard public transport. 

My boyfriend and I decided to ori¬ 
entate ourselves with a walking tour 
of Vieux Lyon. Re-emerging on to 
Rue du Boeuf, we were yards away 
from our brilliantly located hotel - 
the romantic Cour des Loges, con¬ 
verted from an old monastery 
around a glass covered courtyard. 

Our room was up a spiral stone 
staircase in one of the towers. 

The walls, with exposed bricks, 
were draped with rich textiles and 
daylight visible only from an internal 
stairwell and two tiny barred win¬ 
dows about 10ft above our heads. 

It felt like we were reliving the 
experience of an impoverished, 
post-Revolution aristocrat thrown 
into debtors’ prison, made slightly 
more comfortable by the installation 
of an avocado sunken bath, red silk 
cushions and a minibar. 

We loved visiting the Museum of 
Textiles and the Resistance and 
Deportation History Centre, which 
tells of darker days in Lyon. But the 
gastronomic highlight of our trip 
was a magnificent eight-course din¬ 


ner at the restaurant of three 
Michelin-starred chef Paul Bocuse. 

At 220 Euros per person, this 
Menu Grande Tradition Classique is 
a rare gastronomic experience - but 
probably more memorable than five 
dinners in ordinary Parisian restau¬ 
rants at 45 Euros a pop. 

We also managed to squeeze in a 
behind-the-scenes tour of the 19th 
Century basilica. 

The 300 steps up to the roof did 
make me gasp a little, but it was 
the view of the city sprawled out 
below which was truly breathtaking.

Sellers often approach us after an unsatisfactory experience with another agent, particularly in 
relation to poor levels of feedback following property viewings.

Landlord Question 

My tenant is causing me trouble. Can I get possession 
quickly using the Accelerated Possession Procedure? 

Think Property Answer 

Once the fixed-term has ended and you have served a valid Section 21 
Notice during the fixed term you can use the Accelerated Possession 
Procedure after the 2 months' notice period has ended. This may be 
necessary if the tenant refuses to leave voluntarily when the fixed term or the 
notice comes to an end. 

The term “accelerated possession” is a bit of a misnomer as it can take 
several weeks or even months - the courts move slowly - but it is still quicker 
than a court hearing alternative. 

The Assured Shorthold Tenancy must have started after 15th January 1989 
and your claim must be for possession only, not rent arrears. All the 
documentation must be in order: a valid Tenancy Agreement and Section 21 
Notice, which has expired. 

You apply to your County Court in the same district as the property paying 
your fee and using the court form N5B supported by the documentary 
evidence - Tenancy Agreement and Section 21 Notice. 

The tenant has 14 days after receiving the documents to file a defense. If the 
I tenant does not file a defense and the paperwork is in order the judge will 
normally issue a possession order immediately on reviewing the case. 

There will not need to be a court hearing unless there is some problem with 
the documentation or the tenant requests postponement on hardship 
grounds, in which case possession can be delayed by up to 6 weeks. 

I If the judge awards a possession order with immediate effect the tenant will be 
I obliged to leave, if she refuses, you will need to pay another fee and apply for 
I the services of the Court bailiff, which is likely to delay matters for another 2 
I weeks or so. 

The total time taken depends upon the workload of your local county court. 
Some courts have backlogs. 

Landlord Question 

Is it a legal requirement to provide smoke alarms in my 
rental property? 

Think Property Answer 

The Building Regulations (1991) state that all properties built since June 1992 
must be fitted with mains operated interlinked smoke detectors/alarms with at 
least one detector per floor level. 

It is also the case that all Houses in Multiple Occupation (HMOs) are required 
to supply mains operated interlinked smoke alarm system, 

I In the case of older single family rental properties, technically there is no legal 
requirement for landlords to provide a smoke alarm.However, it is strongly 
recommended that landlords do provide at least a battery operated smoke 
alarm or alarms in their rented properties. 

Where landlords do provide battery operated smoke alarms they should have 
_ a clause in the agreement making it clear that it is the tenant’s responsibility to 
I check their operation and replace the batteries as and when necessary.

Q. We are keen to sell but we don’t want any 
time-wasters or nosey neighbours traipsing 
through our house. How do we ensure that 
we only get people who are really serious 
about moving? 

A. It’s perfectly understandable that you don’t 
want to waste your time with people who aren’t serious about buying. Neither does 
your agent, by the way. Remember, he only gets paid when a property actually 
changes hands, so it’s hardly in his interest to waste time and trouble arranging 
viewings for people who just fancy spending an afternoon nosing round someone 
else’s home. 

In this context, it’s worth pointing out that thanks to the internet and all the wonders 
of online property marketing - which these days includes everything from 360- 
degree virtual tours and computer-generated 3D walkthroughs to Google 
Streetview - even a nosey neighbour can get a pretty good idea of what your home 
looks like and how it is situated, without going to the trouble of registering with an 
estate agent. Bear in mind in any case that it is a fundamental part of your agent’s 
duty of care to you, his client that he will endeavour to ensure that he only sends 
you genuine prospective buyers. He certainly won’t be handing out full particulars 
and contact details to any Tom, Dick or Harry who simply wanders in off the street 
and asks for them! 

Nevertheless...the truth is that some people really do buy on impulse. Almost every 
agent you talk to will have stories of the most casual applicant turning into a 
genuine, committed buyer, once they see a property they really like at the right sort 
of price. Even the dreaded “nosey neighbour” has occasionally been known to buy 
the house next door. 

What all this amounts to is this: normal vetting procedures aside, on balance it is 
probably not a good idea to try and impose too tight a limit on the number of 
prospective buyers viewing your home. This is particularly true in the current 
market, when buyers are already spoilt for choice. 

So, trust, your agent to do any weeding out that’s required. And remember, most 
agents will happily conduct viewings on your behalf, saving you the trouble. Indeed, 
many prefer to do so.

Team prepares for season 

A MOTOR racing team from Essex is gearing 
up for its second season in the UK’s top 
saloon car championship. 

AmD Milltek Racing, based in West Thur¬ 
rock, will be contesting in the Dunlop MSA 
British Touring Car Championship (BTCC) in 
a Volkswagen Golf, with owner and driver, 
Shaun Hollamby behind the wheel. 

The 2011 version of the car was unveiled at 
last month’s Autosport International show in 
Birmingham, where is was displayed on the 
stand of sponsor Milltek. 

A full rebuild has been undertaken since 
the team’s debut season last year, which saw 
the team try and develop the car to get on the 
pace of the leading pack. Their season was 
hampered by a relative lack of power from 
their two-litre normally aspirated engine. 

However, taking advantage of new regula¬ 
tions in the BTCC for 2011, the car will have 
a two-litre turbo-charged unit, which should 
boost power output and level the playing field. 

Hollamby said: “We were about 50 horse¬ 
power down on the top teams last year so the 
turbo engine will bring us back up to what 
everybody else has got. 

“We also have the benefit of a season’s 
development and data, so we won’t be starting 
from scratch at every round. I have a feeling 
we could cause a few surprises in the pack!” 

Hollamby feels he has also benefitted from 
competing in the BTCC. “My driving came 
on massively last season!” he said. “It’s a big 
step up from any championship to the BTCC 
and it’s really a dog eat dog world. When 
you’re driving with some of the best touring 
car drivers in the world, it can’t fail to rub off.” 

AmD Milltek Racing’s VW Golf is sched¬ 
uled for a shakedown at Brands Hatch in early 
March, ahead of the BTCC’s Media Day and 
official test session at Silverstone on March 
24. The 2011 British Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship kicks off at Brands Hatch on April 2/3, 
with all races being shown live on ITV4.
